kes with a hot stick. Circulars have been 
sent to this county for distribution and 
have attracted some attention,though they 
have not been circulated in a general way. 
The League pfofesse« to discern in Judge 
Yerkes an unfriendly attitude toward labor 
and it is not sparing in its language. The 
cicular is beaded "Danger Ahead!" and 
there follows what purports to be .Judge 
lerkes' record. The circular, which is 
sigaedbythe members of tlie League's 
Executive committee^ declares that for the 
organized workingmen of Pennsylvania 
there should be but one issue—the defeat 
of Judge Yerkes, who, the League says, 
has earned the title of "The Jeffries of 
the Quarter Sessions Court." The circu- 
lar has created a great deal of comment 
owing to the bitterness of its tone. The 
following eitracts are given to show the 
cause of the League's animosity, which 
grew out of the trial of street car men 
charged with riot, at which Judge Yerkes 
presided in Philadelphia: 


After the protracted street car strike in 


Philadelphia, there were about ninety em- 
ployees of the Traction Company who had 
incurred the odium of arrest and the sweets 
of having the charges against them quash- 
ed for lack of evidence. There had been 
some rioting, it was alleged, and possibly 
this charge was correct. 
But the distur- 


bers of the peace were not the men on 
strike, but others who had gathered to the 
scene of the "tie-up." 
The street car motonnen and conduc- 


tors counseled peace and themselves acted 
in a law-abiding manner.- Their wrongs 
and-grievances were many and well-known 
to the traveling public in Philadelphia, 
however, and this knowledge aroused an 
active sympathy in their benalf, and was 
itself the cause of any disturbance attend- 
ing the strike. 


The strike nettled, the Tiaction Com- 


pany was not disposed to prosecute any of 
its employees who had been summarily ar- 
rested. In all but three cases the prose- 
cutions were dropped, and tne Traction 
Company officials would have discontinued 
the prosecutions in these three cases had 
not Judgf Yerkes, then sitting temporari- 
ly at-Philaaelphia, evinced a determina- 
tion to have the trial pressed. 


The trial did proceed, and during that 


trial the bearing of Judge Yerkes towards 
the men indicted, and his Bide remarks 
during the trial, were such as to convince 
every union man present that Judge Yerk- 
es had the same love and esteem for Trade 
Unionists as a cat has for a mouse. 


His charge to the Jury was, of course,
